of being nominated—by a newspaper- 
is tbe Republican candidate for the 
Presidency in 1S88. As ft matter of 
coarse, he was subsequently obliged to 
submit to an interview on this subject, 
and with charming candor lie said: 
"I'm running for the Presidency upon 
a broad and comprehensive platform. K 
I don't (jet the nomination, it won't be 
because I'm not willing to give satisfac- 
tion to peoplo of all colors, races, relig- 
ions and political views. Alter baring 
somewhat in detail declared bis elastic 
attitude on a large range at subjects, be 
further desires to say: "If I hare 
omitted to declare my position on any 
interest repressing » considerable 
number of votes, it shall bo my earnest 
endeavor to amend or enKrga my plat- 
form accordingly. The motto on my 
escutcheon is, 'I strive to please.'" In 
conclusion, he nims to merit the appro- 
bation and secure the support of the 
lUpablicaus.Democrats and Mugwumps, 
»nd modestly expresses a preference 
that his nomination and election should 
be made unanimous. From all o! which 
one ii led to infer that Congressman 
Reed is a good deal of a wag, as well as 
a delightfully frank Presidential can- 
didate. 


The Sew York Herald's Washington 


special says: 01 thei.OOO placesCleve- 
land has filled in less than one year, be- 
tween 1,800 and 1,900 were m»n of his 
own choice.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2G.—la the Senate, 


to-day, Senator Mitchell, in speaking of 
the Chinese tvil, said the people of the 
whole Pacific Coast were to-day suffer- 
ing from the presence of large numbers 
of an unoleau, non-assimilating and 
pagan race. 
Impending over thim 


and gradually extending eastward, the 
cloud of the Chinese evil imperiled 
labor, prosperity and peace, even life 
also. To eradicate (he scourge heroic 
treatment, would be necessary and a 
more decided and ass™83'™ govern- 
mental step than had yet baen taken 
would ba necessary. Means of relief 
could notjproperly be availed oi while 
preserving existing treaty stipulations 
with the Chinese Government, neither 
conld we expect within any reasonabl 
time to secure relief bv further uegotia 
tions with that Government. Hence i 
was that the bill submitted by him pro 
posed that the Slates aud the people o 
this republic, tLroiigh Cougress and th 
Executive, or by two-thirds of th» vot 
of Congress without the approval of th 
Executive, should remove tbe obstruc- 
tions by first wiping out of existence all 
treaties which recognize the coming of 
Chinese to the United States, and then 
absolutely proscribing their coming, ex- 
cept consular and diplomatic officials. 
Senator Mitchell argued at length to 
show that the United States has power 
to abrogate by an Act of Congress a 
treaty with a foreign nation, and that 
the magnitude of the evil to be relieved 
justified the step proposed. H« read a 
number of newspaper articles to show 
that the recent auti-Chinese disturban- 
ces in the West wrre not the work of 
the irresponsible or hoodlum element 
They were tbe voice of honest labor 
the wail of indignant toil struggling io 
life in an uueqal contest with servil 
labor. The Burlingame Treaty, he said 
was valueless to the United States, an 
this point the speaker enlarged upon i 
detail, quoting statistics of our com 
rnirce with China in support of his con 
tendon. Senator Mitchell in couluaio 
said: "This bill, nnlike our Restriction 
Acts aud proposed Acts, is not elastic- 
it is absolutely irou-clad. It leaves 
nothing to construction; it is conclusive 
It is not open to the objection of being 
liable to having its validity supped or its 
efficiency destroyed by departmental or 
judicial decisions. No delicate questions 
ns to the conflict between the Act and 
the treaty are left open for construction 
or determination by either court or de- 
partment. The conflict thai is waged 
on the subject of the Asiatic occupation 
of this country is as responsive us the 
conflict that resulted iu the overthrow 
of human slavery. It is a conflict for 
supremacy on American aoil between 
intelligent, enlightened 
and honest 


American labor and the cheap and 
degraded labor of the lowest order of 
Mongolians; a conflict between morality 
and vice, order and anarchy; » conflict 
between civilization aud heathenism, 
Christianity and paganism; a conflict 
between two opposing forces in all 
essential particulars, noii-utsimilatirig 
and repellant when considered in rela- 
tion of one to the other, and one or the 
other of which must aud will ultimately 
and necessarily be driven to the wall. 
Nor does it require any peculiar presci- 
ence to determine the result o! the con- 
test if the United States Uovernment 
stands supinely by aud does nothing, or, 
what is but little more eftVctive for good, 
simply attacks the advancing army of 
invaders with wooden BWurris anil paper 
bullets under the preteuse ol couformiog 
to our treaty stipulations and sustaining 
our diplomatic relations." 


Judgn McAllister's Suspension. 


WASE:IKGION, March 1—Iu th« case 
f Judge McAllister, of Alaska, the Sen- 
te will probably pass a resolution call- 
ng upon the Attorney-General for infor- 
mation as to the authority under which 
he Justice of a United States Court has 
jeen suspended. Section 1,768 of the 
Revised Statutes eayi: 


During any reoess of the Senate the 


President is authorized iu his discretion 
to suspend any civil officer appointed 
)j and with the advice aud consent of 
;he Senate, except judges of the courts 
of the United States. 


President Cleveland has suspended 


three chief justices of th» Territories 
and seven associate justices, which is, 
held by the Judiciary Committee to be a 
direct violation of the law. The Admin- 
istration will take the ground that Ter- 
ritorial justices are not justices of United 
States courts within the meaning of the 
statute, but the Judiciary Committee 
maintain that they belong as much to 
the Federal judiciary as justices of tbe 
Supreme Court, and that the excepting 
clause was placed in the statute, as the 
Congrtssional debates conclusively show 
to protect the judiciary of the Territor- 
ies from Executive interference. If the 
?resideut has tha right to remove jus- 
ccs at pleasure, he conld control the 
ndiciary. 


Justice McLean of the United States 


Supreme Court, in an opinion delivered 
n 1855, said: " The President has no 
more power to remove it Territorial 
Judge than to repeal the laws. The 
duties of a Judge of a Territory are 
discharged as independently and free 
from Executive control as are the duties 
of a Judge ol the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 


The opinion was before the Senate 


when the existing clause was inserted in 
the statrite, and throughout the debate 
was accepted as the law. It was not 
contended that the President could not 
remove a Judge. It was admitted he 
had no auch power. Judge McAllister 
will probably rely on this in his argu- 
ment before the Supreme Court.

In discussing the President's special 


measage, on the right of the Senate to 
demand copies of correspondence rela- 
tive to suspensions and appointments to 
federal offices, Tuesday, Edmunds said: 
I think I am safe in saying that it is 
the first time in the history of the Re- 
pnblio that any President of the United 
States has undertaken to interfere with 
the deliberations of either Houss of 
Confess on questions pending before 
them, otherwise than by message on 
the Slate of the Union, which the Con- 
stitution commands him to make from 
time to time. This message is devoted 
to questions before the Senate itself, in 
regard to a mutter which it has under 
consideration. That is iti singularity 
I think it will strike reflecting people 
in this country as somewhat extraor- 
dinary, if in these days of reform any- 
thing at all can be thought extraordin- 
ary. The Senate of the United States, 
in communication to tho heads of 
departments, not his heads of depart- 
ments, but the bends of departments 
created by law, directs them to transmit 
certain official papers, and that is all. 
The President of the United States un- 
dertaken to change tbe question and 
consideration by the Senate for his 
reasons or motives for putting civil of- 
ficers, as it might be called, " under ar- 
rest," by every message he baa sent to 
this body 


Hon. W. i. Westerfield, an out and
